NOTES FROM NATIVE PAPERS. 


‘The Shanghai City authorities and the 
French Mixed Court Migistrate have lately 
been taking steps to stop the practice of 
adulteration of bean ail with cotton-seed 
vil, which isinjurious to the health uf the 
consumer. Qotton-seed oil only costs about 
2,800 cash a picul, but bean oil is much 
more expensive, costing lotely nearly 100 
cah a catty; the profita to the adulerator 
are therefor larger. The mixture is made 
by boiling them together in a cauldron, 
adding limefor clarifying, which is atrained 
off by pasing the oil through cotton 
baga ; it is then sold to the oil-dealers at 
4,100 cash» pical, and they again retail 
the poisonous mixture to the public at the 
price of good bean ail, say 9,000 cash a 
picul, Although it does pet burn very 
well, still ifit were only usod in Tamps and 
not for culinary purpuses ‘thers would not 
be much turm done; bat the Chinese eat 
it, and it issaid to havo very bad effects, 
especially now, when owing to the weather, 
aa many natives are suffering from sore 
trusts. 16,0 0 catties of cotton-eved oil 
have been discovered by the authorities. 


The Shanghii Cotton Cloth Weaving 
Company hive now completed their build- 
ing, and their expectations of ton yeurs 
and the unfultering aasiatance of Kung ‘fav- 
tai will be now sun rewarded. We bear 
thete machinery bas arrivad ; it ia of 500 
horse power, aud will be in position befure 
sutumn, for it will take at least threa 
months, with foreign assistance, to aol it 
np.— Shen Pao, 

In view of tha incronsed navigation of the 
upper Yangtzu by foreign vessels, it is said 
iu official circles that the Taotai of King- 
chow, Icbang, and Shi-nan is having a 
Yamédn built for bis residonco in lchang, 
intending to pass half the yoar there and 
at Kingohow, .
